REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Reference(s) Zhu 
(6,697,063 B1 ), Rosman et al. (6,222,550 B1 ) and Sperber et al. (6,557,083) are made 
of record as teaching a rendering pipeline system using screen space tiling that double 
uses double-z scheme that decouples scan conversion/depth-buffer processing from 
the more general rasterization and shading processing through a scan/z engine. 
However, none of the cited prior art teaches or suggests a parallel pipeline comprising a 
unified shader that is programmable to perform both color shading and texture shading, 
as claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
